1. I understand that a conference of ORB., and 25X1X7 

Q-2 analysts met this past week to discuss the time, place and 
agenda of this year's annual Conference on Land Armaments. At the 
suggestion of the D/I representation, the conferees agreed to delete 
the usual discussion of motor vehicles. I/TH was not represented 

at that jiee ting, and had it been, the following facts would have 
been presented. 

a. Motor vehicles are considered to have an important 
military application, and their production in the Soviet Union is 
25X1X7 a subject of great interest to H and G-2 and received considerable 
attention at last year's conference. Since last year, I/TH has 
closed many gaps in intelligence on this subject and can now give 
excellent figures on production and price by model of Soviet vehicles. 

The prices of military hard goods will be a salient subject in this 
year's conference. In no other area are prices and production of 
military equipment as well established as in the motor vehicle area.

the deletion of motor vehicles from the agenda this year in courteous 
deferencp to the express wishes of our D/l representatives. If Miss 
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Tobin Is polled on whether she considers it useful for the 
conference to discuss the subject of motor vehicles, I am certain 
that she will reply in support of our argument.
